2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's amendments to the claims and applicant's arguments, especially on pages 8-9 
overcome the rejections applied in the last office action. Applicant has clarified that the two 
machining steps are performed by a first rotating work tool and a second linear work tool as 
recited in claim 1 and described on page 8, lines 15-18 of the response filed 5-10-06. It is noted 
that the secondary reference (Fujikawa) applied in the last office action teaches two linear work 
tools and no rotating work tool. In addition, Fujikawa makes holes in a flat plate rather than a 
cylindrical wall as claimed. Therefore, the combination of features found in claim 1 overcomes 
the prior art rejections. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 

3. Claim 1 is allowable. Claims 4-5, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of 
a restriction requirement, include all the limitations of an allowable claim.
